As junior members of the parish we have followed the 
activities of the Parish family, and have tried to prepare 
ourselves for spiritual life in our parish for now and for 
after-school years. 

We shared the sad and the glad days of the 
Parish family. We attended funerals, and sang 
(or tried to sing) the Requiem Mass. Some of us 
who are here for Sunday Mass, sing at the High 
Mass — other students go to Mass a t the Church 
on the Reserve. We assisted at the weddings of 
some of our former schoolmates. We joined in 
October and May devotions. In May, whenever the 
weather permitted, we recited the Rosary at the 
outdoor shrine of Our Lady of Fatima, rather 
than inside the Church. We rejoiced with the 
fifty-six little children, our younger brothers 
and sisters, who made their First Communion on 
May l4&, and with the forty-five who were 
confirmed on May 21st. We sang the hymns for 
both ceremonies. 
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As occasions occurred during the year, we 
studied or reviewed appropriate sections of our 
Catechism, and during the whole school term we 
followed closely each season of the Liturgical 
Cycle. 

At the time of the Ordination of Reverend Marvin Fox, we studied 
Holy Orders, Minor and Major; the dignity of the priestly vocation; 
the ceremony of Ordination. We also studied the various celebrations 
of Mass: Pontifical, Solemn, High, Low, Requiem, etc. as Father 
Fox came to sing a solemn Mass here. 
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In connection with the many weddings which were solemnized 
here, and with the section on Christian Marriage in our Religion 
course, we studied the Catechism on Matrimony. 

In Holy Week, we studied the significance 
the ceremonies, the Consecration and use of 
the Holy Oils, the meaning and the blessing 
of the New Fire and of the Paschal Candle, 
and the meaning and Liturgy of Baptism. 

As the Liturgical Year progressed, we 
studied, and tried to live together its 
different phases: the Life of the Church, 
after Pentecost; Advent; Lent, and the 
feasts; also the Blessings of the Church on 
various objects, candles, ashes, palms, 
water, etc. Each Friday we learned about the 
Gospel of the coming Sunday, drawing a sketch, 
or making a diagram, or answering questions, 
or writing a short summary of the Gospel 
lesson. 

We followed, with study and prayer, the 
particular events of the year: the Chair of 
Unity Octave, January 18 - 25; Catholic 
Press Month in February; the Ecumenical Council; the Novena 
for Pentecost. 

We are to have our Diocesan Exams in Religion, on May 51st. 
The remaining Religion classes of the year will be devoted to the 
study of the Encyclicals, especially the "Social" Encyclicals.
